S. R. O. No. 623/2010. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 87 
of the Employees State Insurance Act, 1948 (Central Act 34 of 1948) read with 
Section 91-A thereof, the Government of Kerala in consultation with the 
Employees’ State Insurance Corporation hereby exempt District Tourism 
Promotion Council, Boat Jetty Road, Alappuzha from the operation of the 
provisions of the said Act for a period of one year from 1st April, 1999 to 
31st March, 2000 subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(1) The establishment shall maintain a register showing the names and 
designations of its employees; 

(2) Notwithstanding this exemption, the employees shall continue to 
receive such benefits under the said Act to which they might have become 
entitled to on the basis of the contributions paid prior to the date from which 
exemption granted by this notification operates; 

(3) The contribution for the exempted period if already paid, shall not 
be refunded; 

(4) The establishment shall submit in respect of the period during
